On Wednesday nf this week, <it 4. .",11 
\. M., the Narberth Fire Company was 
• niiiiiionci] to assist in quenching a lire 
which imperiled the lives of a number 
if Ardmore residents. 

About $."i,000.IHl worth of damage was 
done by the flames, which were ex- 
tinguished in an hour by companies 
from Ardmore, Bryn Mawr and Nar- 
berth. Seventeen member.* of the Nar- 
berth crew responded to the call. 

The new whistle, recently installed 
at Klin Hall, was used to call out the 
firemen. Thi* whistle consists of two 
horns, pointing in opposite directions, 
each of a differeut pitch, producing a 
lend, penetrating chord. On Wednes- 
day, however, it was found that a num- 
ber of the fire fighters failed to hear 
it, and it was allowed to blow for a 
considerable length of time, much to 
the annoyance of many residents who 
were kept awake by the monotonous 
droning of the alarm. 

It has been decided that the new 
type of whistle is unsatisfactory, and 
the old abrupt, descending alarm, fa- 
irtiliar to Narberth for over six years, 
hns been restored. The firemen, how- 
ever, have now ordered an electric 
siren, similar to that employed by the 
Bryn Mawr Company, which is expect- 
ed in the course of the next two weeks. 
This new instrument, which has a range 
of some five or six miles, cannot be con- 
fused with railroad whistles, auto 
horns, etc., a« was the old one, and 
should answer its purpose very well.
